\ \ THEN merchantmen and explorers were 


sailing the seven seas some two centuries 

ago, they brought home not only spices, 
silks and china, but many rare plants as well. 
Not the least of these was the lovely Camellia 
or “Japonica” as we call it, which, like many 
another plant treasure, came from China. For 
decades the Japonicas grew in Southern gardens, 
where they were held in great favor. Then they 
waned in popularity for a while, and were almost 
forgotten. 


Camellias should be in every Southern garden, 
for here the soil and climate are ideal for them. 
In the North they have to be grown in glass- 
houses because of the severe winters.

Camellias are easily grown, and their glossy 
foliage and colorful blooms are lovely to look 
upon. There is hardly a room in the house where 
a few of these richly colored flowers cannot be 


used. 


Camellias are the aristocrats of southern 
flowering shrubs or small trees. Once established, 
they withstand extremes of drought and cold. 
Apart from the lovely blooms in a wide range of 
colors and forms, they are choice ornamentals, 
whether used as specimens or with azaleas or 


other plants. 


The Camellias we offer this year are some of 
the finest we have ever grown. Many varieties 
are in very limited supply, due to the ever- 
increasing demand for the better kinds, and we 
urge ordering early, for immediate or later 


delivery. 
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PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS—Camellias grow in 
almost any soil, but well-drained good garden soil a little 
acid in reaction ts more suitable. A half-shady location is 
preferable, especially when plants are young, but free 
blooming cannot be expected mm a place entirely shaded. 
The root system of the Camellia is rather coarse and not 
quite so easily transplanted as the azalea. 


The Camellia is a gross feeder and responds well to 
fertilization. At the time of planting, if the soil is not 
fertile enough, use a mixture of one-half good soil, one- 
fourth well-rotted cow manure, and some peat or leaf 
mold. In early spring apply well-rotted cow manure or 
some commercial fertilizer with a high percentage of 
nitrogen. 


The Camellia loves a humid atmosphere, so do not 
neglect watering. Frequent spraying of the leaves when 
the temperature Is not above 80 degrees helps a great deal 
during the dry summer months. 


SPRA YING—Red spider and various scales may attack 
Camellias. We have been using Nursery Volck at the 
ratio of 1 to 60 in summer and 1 to 25 In winter, mixing 
one teaspoonful of Black-Leaf 40 to every gallon of solution. 
Thorough spraying twice a year controls these pests 
satisfactorily. Avoid spraying In the strong sun in summer 
and in freezing winter temperatures, as that may cause 
the leaves to burn.

The Indian Azaleas are evergreen shrubs with 
large single or double flowers which sometimes 
measure 4 inches across. Some varieties are slow- 
growing, and practically dwarf, while others grow 
rapidly into large shrubs. The colors are varied 
and very beautiful.

CULTURAL DIRECTIONS for AZALEAS 
A cultural of any variety are easily grown if a few 


cultural suggestions are followed. Soil with an acid 
reaction Is necessary to the growth of Azaleas. If 
your ground has an alkaline reaction, add plenty of leaf- 
mold or peat moss to it before setting out the plants. 
Keep lime away from them. Sufficient moisture to keep 
the roots moist is necessary, but the location chosen should 
be well drained. Avoid dense shade; best results are ob- 
tained by planting Azaleas in partial shade. They do not 
require much commercial fertilizer if plenty of leaf-mold or 
peat moss has been supplied at the time of planting. A 
light application of cow manure or cottonseed meal is 
desirable. 
Note: For lining-out Azaleas, we suggest that you wait 
for spring delivery, when danger of frost is over. We book 
advance orders on Iining-out stock.
